Orders.  Orders  should  be  sent  in  just  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  receiving  catalog.  By  placing  orders  early  you 
are  more  certain  of  getting  the  varieties  wanted,  as  late 
in  the  season  we  are  often  sold  out  of  some  of  the  varie¬ 
ties.  If  ordered  early  we  can  reserve  the  stock  until  proper 
time  for  planting.
